Many fires 
are still burning but on the whole 
the situation is much improved and 
unless high winds re tu rn it i3 be­ 
lieved the danger is over. 
East Tawas, 
on the 
Detroit & 
Mackinac railroad, at present 
the 
home of several h undre d refugees 
from Oscoda and Au Sable, Is re­ 
ported today to be in grave danger 
with fierce fires burning only six 
miles from the town. Preparations 
are being hurriedly m ade to fight the 
flames. 
According to reports the only real­ 
ly dangerous fires remaining today 
are in Presque and Cheboygan coun­ 
ties, at the extrem e upper end of the 
lower peninsula. 
Homeless Search R u in s 
Several h u n d re d homeless g a th e r­ 
ed at Au Sable and Oscoda today and 
searched the ruins for any trac e of 
th e bodies of relatives or friends w ho 
are still missing. The refugees are 
determined to 
rebuild and already 
several carloads of lumber have been 
ordered to start the w*ork. T he Mich­

the ruins today and helping in th e 
search of the ruins. 
None of the refugees a r e suffering 
from lack of food or protection. F ro m 
all over th e state, money, food and 
clothing has poured into th e devas­ 
tated district, and all th e hom eless 
are well supplied with the first nec­ 
essities of life. 
No rain is yet in sight for th e up­ 
per e n d of the peninsula which still 
rem ains like a tinder-box, and with 
the re tu r n of a high wind It is fe a r­ 
ed the h o rr o rs of th e last three days 
may be repeated.

1 4 — Boll 
weevils are scarcer 
in Texas this 
year than for many years, and, ex­ 
cept in the wooded 
valleys along 
the west Gulf coast, the pest will do 
little damage to the cotton crop. Ac­ 
cording to experts, the thinning out 
of the boll weevil 
family is due 
largely to the two very hot and dry 
summers just past and to the dry 
weather this season 
The excessive 
heat causes the squares on the cot­ 
ton plant to dry up and fall off and 
the weevil is deprived of its princi­ 
pal sustenance and cannot 
thrive. 
This does not injure the cotton, and 
in fact causes the plants to 
grow
